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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 06/20/2007 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance 
and will not be entered because: The proposed amendment raises new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

The new claim language is very confusing. It now provides for either a moiety or a 
linker bonded "to the structure" I or II. But applicants have put in these new labels of I and 
II as representing the entire molecule , a molecule that already includes Z and the linker. 
The two lines added to the end are unclear — is this for both I and II, or just II. Applicants 
are using "comprise" to introduce an Markush groups, which is improper. H atoms may be 
missing from the linkers. 

Also, the linkers lack description in the specification. A vague wave to the original 
claims will not suffice.
